a iy an me HY Act passed in 1906. Since 
then wireless had developed very rapidly, 
and because of that development and the 
absence of legislation covering certain phases, 
and also because of the uncertainty of exist- 
ing legisldtion in respect to the issue of 
licences, it was considered necessary to repeal 
existing Acts and to introduce this measure, 
making full provision for the control of wire: 
less telegraphy and broadcasting. 

The outstanding feature of the bill was that 
it made provision for the collection of licences 
and put the power for its enforcement into 
the hands of the State. 

The Minister explained the bill clause by 
clause and section by section. He dwelt at 
some length on Clause 6 and made it clear 
that only one licence would be necessary for 
one building owned by. one individual, no 
matter how many receiving sets were installed 
in it. If a person had wireless installed in 
two buildings, or in a building and a motor 
car, for instance, he would required to 
possess a licence for each. 

FINANCIAL POSITION, 

“ I," he said, “this bill should pass in its. 
present form, or substantially so, we hope to 
find ourselves in a strong financial position. 
I believe that fully 40,000 people in the State 
have broadcasting apparatus at the present 
time. Up to now in the current valk only 
about 4,000 of those have taken out licences 
It will, therefore, be seen that the public are 
not, in the absence of legislation, to pa 
for broadcasting, and that once this il 
becomes law we should be able to secure the 
greater part of those fees. It will surprise 
me if, from fees alone, we do not reach the 
sum of £20,000 during the current financial 
year. That sum, plus the lesser sum fro 
import duties on wireless goods, will place us 
in a strong financial position. 

‘‘T said, when speaking on the estimates 
last year, that broadcasting would pay. its 
way. I am satisfied now that that statement 
was not wide of the mark, that broadcasting 
will, during the present year and, as far as 
we can see, will for the future clear its own 
cost. Not only should it meet the day to day 
outgoings, but I would venture to say that we 
will be in a position to pay back to the State 
the capital advances which it’ is making, and 
will be called upon to make, for the provision 
of broadcasting stations. In other words, 
broadcasting will stand on its own lege with- 
out any burden to the taxpayer. Ín the 
absence of this bill we could not realise that 
position.” 

THE NEW STATIONS. 

Mr. John Good said that he wished to have 
some idea as to,the policy of the Minister 
with regard to Clayse 17 of the bill, under 
which power was to be taken to erect stations 
in different parts of the country. He thought 
that, in yiew of the rapid development of 
wireless, it would . not be wise to set 
up four. stations at once, and that. it 
would be better to concentrate on one high 
power station with a good programme and to 
relay from it to the other stations in the 
rovinces. That would be likely to make 
broadeastin much more popular in the Free 
State than it was to-day. With regard to 
the charges, he would be glad to hear that 
the Minister did not propose to tax pro- 
prietors of sets twice if they changed their 
residence from one place to another. 

Mr. Walsh said that it was not proposed 
to make any such charge. 

Mr. Good said that he would like to have 
the programme broadcast from Dublin made 
a really attractive one and comparable with 
other programmes that one listens to. 

Mr. Wolfe suggested that if the licence 
fee for listening-in were reduced from 10s. 
to 5s. a year there would be no loss to the 
Department, because a great many more 
persons would take listening-in sets. A great 
many people who had the sets paid nothing 
at“ all, and they should be compelled to 
pay up. 

LABOURERS’ COMPLAINTS. 

-n his constituency a very considerable 
number of labourers had sets, and they 
derived much enjoyment from them. But 
they, too, had their little grievances; they 
complained that there was in the programmes 
too much music, some of which was above 
their comprehension. They felt that lectures 
on popular subjects, such as agriculture and 
other things, would interest and instruct 
them, and, as the country labourers retired 
to bed early, it would suit them to have the 
time signal and the weather forecast before 
half-past eight o’clock. 

HIGH-POWER STATION. 

Mr. Walsh said that his Department found 
it essential to maintain sa station at Dublin. 
It would be necessary to have a station at 
Cork, because that city was outside the 
radius of the Dublin station. He hoped 
that the Cork station would be erected about 
the end of February or the beginning of 
March. It was intended to erect a high- 
power station at Athlone at a cost of £60,000, 
for which he hoped the Shannon power 
would be available. It would take about 
eighteen months to complete the work. 

hen they had that high-power station 
and‘the two smaller stations the bulk of the 
programme would be provided from the high- 
power station There was no intention of pro- 
viding more than one programme for the whole 
country at one time. Jt might happen that 
the bulk of the programme would emanate 
from Dublin, from which the great part of 
the material would be derived, There was 
no intention of having a programme that 
originated in Dublin, in Cork or Limerick at 
one time. 

With the introduction of the Beam system 
he ventured to say that it would be possible 
to switch on any foreign station in any part: 
of the world, quite as easily as was done by 
the telephone. Once that system materialised 
those in charge of broadcasting in this 
country could extend the programme to¢ any 
extent at very little cost. 

A FARTHING A DAY. 

He did not agree with Deputy Wolfe that 
the licence fee should be reduced from 10s. 
tu 5s., and he did not believe that it would 
have the effect that Mr. Wolfe predicted for 
it. At present the people were ting a 

rogramme for about a farthing a day. The 

blin programme, he asserted, was a good 
programme, and he had received thousands of 
commendations of it from people living in 
Great Britain. Peonle living in Wales, Lan- 
cashire, Westmorland, Cumberland and the 
South of Scotland were regulary listeners-in 
to the Dublin programme. 

He had every reason to be satisfied with 
what they had done in Dublin with regard to 
broadcasting ; and when they had invited sug 
gestions from their subscribers they had 
received replies from the vast majority that 
the programme was a good one. 

The second reading was agreed to, and the 
Committee stage wae fixed for next Tuesday. 
“A PART-TIME JOB." 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
T. Johnson called the attention of the House 
to a matter which seemed to him to have re- 
lation to the stated policy of the Minister for 
Posts and Telegranhs. A few weeks ago an 
advertisement cá No for the post oí news 
assistant in the Dublin Broadcasting Station 
at a salary of £5 to £6 a week for married 

ns, and £4 to £5 for unmarried persons. 

‘he advertisement stated that the person to 
be appointed must have editorial as well as 
reporting experience. The job has to be a 
part-time one, and, according to the list of 
duties, this part-time man, at a week, 
would have to do the following :— v 

(1) Take a record of the proceedings in the 
Oreachtas (Dail and Senate), and pre- 

i a daily summary. 

(2) Obtain reports from Dublin Police and 
Firé Brigade Stations and ‘Detective 
Office of important and sensational 
happenings.

n the face of it, it must be evident that 
such a job could not be a part-time job. 
Judging by the tendency expressed in this 
advertisement the ob was to the 
cheapest and poorest quality of State servant. 
Apparently the cheapest, poorest and shod- 
diest. kind of man or woman that could be 
got was to be employed, because nobody of 
quality with the experience required would 
pretend to do the work at the salary. it 
could only be a pretence. A person with 
such experience in the employment of a news- 
paper would get probably double the salary. 

The effect of the proposal was to do what 
had been done in other departments of public 
service—to dopreciate the rates of pay. Not 
only was the salary miserably low, but the 
terms of the appointment were unheard of 
in the newspaper world. The effect of “the 
general proposal was to invite the services of 
the least competent and the most “ hard-up 
newspaper man. He did not think that that 
was the kind of thing that the State should 
be content with. Surely they were not out 
to make the pace for the blackleg employer. 
He would be glad to hear an excuse from the 
Minister for this attempt to degrade the 
newspaper profession. 

“ HARD-UP" APPLICANTS. 

Mr. Norton (Labour) said that the pe ple 
who would apply for a position like this at 
the salary offered would not give satisfaction. 
Generally they would be people who were 
‘‘hard up.” He pointed out that advertise- 
ments had appeared for professional men, 
solicitors, engineers, etc., at salaries which 
wete being earned by skilled tradesmen. 

The Minister was askin 
appointed to indemnify him to an amount 
equal to five years’ wages. He would suggest 
that the Minister should recognise that it. was 
impossible for a part-time employé to perform 
the duties outlined. Those duties showed that 
it was regarded as a full-time post, and that 
being so, the wages attached to it should be 
at least not less than that paid in newspaper 
offices in Dublin and throughout the country. 

Dr. T. Hennessy said that he associate 
himself entirely with the protests from the 
Labour benches. He doubted if the inade- 
quacy of the salary was due to the Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh=-It is absolutely. 

Dr. Hennessy, continuing, said that even 
that being so the salary was inadequate for 
what he believed would be a full-time work. 
His own idea was that the Department of 
Finance had, some special grudge against 
highly technically trained and professional 
people of all classes when it came to the 
fixing of salaries. There was the case of the 
bacteriologist to be appointed under the Dairy 
Produce Act. That appointment had been 
held up for two years by the action, no 
doubt, of some official in the Department for 
Finance. He believed that such interference 
hy that Department was becoming a national 
danger. The way that salaries were being 
fixed in several departments was seriously 
affecting the discharge of duties essential to 
the well-being of the countrv. 

MINISTER'S REPLY, 

Mr. J. J. Walsh said thag from the picture 
drawn by Deputy Johnson one would imagine 
that they intended to rope in some defence- 
less citizen, some poor reporter oyt of work, 
and require him to do the job of a su an 
for a menial wage, dragging out of him the 
last ounce of life and energy. They had no 
such intention. They were proceeding on the 
assumption that broadcasting: would er 
a line oí Press dissemination very muc 
wider than at present, Already Press 
bulletins were being issued nightly, including 
news from half a dozen capitals, sometimes 
local doings, and always certain Jocal markets. 
That bulletin occupies seven or eight minutes 
of time. It was the intention to extend that 
to, perhaps, fifteen or twenty minutes later on. 
That accounted for the introduction of a re- 
porter, who would be supplemental to the 
mach now being utilised for the collec- 
tion and issue of news. i : 

They had no intention of employing a 
reporter under the head of part-time 
and extracting full-time services from 
him. Before they walked they had to 
creep, and.-by. em loying a part time reporter 
they were embarking on the creeping stage. 
If after a little experience they found it neces- 
sary to walk—in other words, that the re- 
sponsibilities following the employment were 
such as to warrant full time employment—he 
could assure the House that they would have 
no hesitation in making the employment full- 
time, and with an extended: salary. When 
he spoke of part time he meant part time. 

A POSSIBLE FIELD. 

Mr. Johnson referred to the list of require- 
ments of the service as placed before candi- 
dates, and asked could those be covered in 
part time. 

Mr. Walsh replied that the list was a 
ossible field of work. He did not suggest 
or one moment that a reporter should cover 
that entire field. 

Mr. Johnson asked if the Minister dis- 
avowed that the particulars read out to him 
made up the full statement of what the 
employé would have to do. 

Mr. Walsh repeated that the particulars 
covered the field of work. If it were found 
that the reporter could not cover that field 
his employment would be extended to full 
time. at would be the first stage, and 
the development would go on until the whole 
field was entirely covered. 

Mr. Johnson pressed the Minister to say 
definitely what amount of a reporter's time 
would taken up in the part time em- 
ployment. 

Mr. Walsh replied that it would be some- 
thing, on an average, like four hours a day, 
In his own department they had part time of 
two hours, of four hours, and of six hours. 

Mr. Johnson—Do we take it that the person 
appointed will be required to give only four 
hours. a day service " 

Mr. Walsh—Roughly, four hours. If we 
find the service required is anything in the 
nature of six hours, I will feel it incumbent 
on me to make the post a full time one: 

Continuing, he said that reporters on the 
bulk of the provincial papers received from 
£3 to £4 a week, and besides reporting had 
to act as sub-editors and sometimes as 
editors. He was also aware that on some of 
the weekly papers here in Dublin reporters 
are not better off in that respect. They also 
found that most of the reporters on the 
Dublin daily papers received from £5 to £7 
for ful] time duties. As far as they could 
ascertain only one reporter on a Dublin daily 
paper. was paid £8 a week. For part time 
duties they propose to pay an unmarried man 
or a woman £4 to £5, and a married man 
£5 to £6 a week. That for part time had 
all, the appearance of being more favourable 
than £5 to £7 paid by the Dublin daily 
papers for full time services. 

STATE COMPETITORS. 

If they were to embark on a news pro- 

ramme as they hoped to do they could not 
Faatity a higher rate than that paid by com- 
peting institutions. They were a State con- 
cern, with the advantage of the State 
finances, proposing to compete ainst 
private enterprise, and they had to 

roceed rather carefully. Still they had no 
tention of acting in a niggardly manner 
with their employés. 

The person appointed would have to act 
for a time in the capacity of sub-editor. They 
could not afford a sub-editor to sub-edit the 
news of one part-time reporter. As soon as 
they branched out and other reporters were 
employed the position of sub-editor would 

, and, at a later stage, that of editor. 
ey had to take their time in the develop- 
ment. 

As to the utilisation of the time of the

The 
number taking out the mechanical! course was 
27, a decrease of eight. Twenty-five students 
qualified during the year. Of these, three 
were practising in 
Irish provinces, six in England, and two in 
South Africa. 

Mr. Rogers added that, while the decrease 
was alarming, he trusted that in the event of 
legislation maintaining the existing rights of 
Irish dental graduates being passed, many 
students will take up dentistry as a profes- 
sion. Such legislation, the largely increased 
funds for dental benefits under the Insurance 
Act, and the establishment of dental schvol 
clinics would increase the demand for dentis‘s 
and improve their prospects. 

THE DEBT ON THE HOSPITAL. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report and statement of accounts, said 
that the work done by the hospital was such 
as to merit greater appreciation by the public 
generally. :

CHESTER. 


ee Cases | 
WIDE AREA AFFECTED BY 
RESTRICTIONS, 


The Ministry. ot Agriculture and 
Fisheries in London states that a fresh 
centre of disease was established by the 
confirmation on Monday of the existence 
of foot-and-mouth disease on premises at 
(Chester, one cow and one sow out of a 
total stock of. three cattle and four pigs 
being found affected. The slaughter of 
the total stock has been carried out. 

The usual restrictions have been im- 
posed over an area of approximately fifteen 
miles’ radius from the infected premises 
affecting parts of Cheshire, Lancashire, 
Flintshire and Denbighshire. | 

The origin of the outbreak is at present 
obscure. 


NERVOUS INFLUENZA.

HOW THE DISEASE IS 
SPREAD. 


Epidemic encephalitis—vr nervous in- 
fluenza—is caused by a germ so minute 
that it will pass through the finest filters, 
and cannot be seen under the strongest 
microscope. Its existence is known only 
from the fact that it can be passed from 
one animal to another, producing in each 
its characteristic effects. So declares the 
Medical Practitioners’ Union in a state- 
ment issued last night. 

The disease is spread by di¥ect contact 
with a patient suffering from its effects. 
It is spread through the air by the breath, 
and also by people who carry the germ in 
their throats, but yet are not affected, or 
are no longer affected by the disease. 
These “ carriers,” the Union adds, are the 
danger which we cannot control.

OBITUARY 
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RIGHT HON. SIR ELLIS GRIFFITH, 


: BART. 

The Right Hon. Sir Ellis Jones Ellis- 
Griffith, Lart., K.C., died suddenly last 
night at-the Hotel Metropole, Swansea, aged 
66 years. Sir Ellis had been engaged at the 
Swansea Assizes. Educated at the University 
College of Wales. Aberystwyth, and Downing 
College, Cambridge, of which he had been 
Fellow, Honorary Fellow, he. was called 
to the Bar in 1887, and had a distinguished 
legal and political career. From 1895 to 1918 
he sat as Liberal Member for Anglesey, and 
from 1923 to 1924 he represented the Carmar- 
then division in Parliament. From 1912 to 
1915 he was Under Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, and from 1907 to 1912 
he had been Recorder of Birkenhead. He 
was created Baronet in 1918. Sir. Ellis 
Griffith was one of the most prominent figures 
in the national life of Wales. 


ARCHDEACON EMERSON. 

The death of the Venerable Edward Robert 
Emerson, D.D., Archdeacon of Cork, which 
took place yesterday at his residence, The 
Green, Bandon, Co. Cork, removes one of 
the oldest, if not actually the oldest, clergy- 
of the Church of Ireland. Born in 
Bandon in 1838, the son of. the Rev. George 
Emerson, he received his early education at 
the. Bandon Grammar School. Subsequently 
he entered Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
had a brilliant career. He was ordained 
for the curacy of Panlobbus, Co. Cork, in 
1861, and in 1865 became ‘rector oí. St. 
Edmund's, Coolkelure, where he served until 
1890. He was then appointed to the in- 
cumbency of St. Peter's, Ballymoden, 
Bandon, where he officiated until advancing 
years compelled him to retire from active 
work. He was appointed a canon of Cork 
Cathedral in 1884, and was chaplain to several 
Lords Lieutenant of Ireland and to the Earl 
of Bandon. For several years also he 
was select preacher to Dublin University. 
On. the death of the Venerable Archdeacon 
Dacre H. Powell, D.D., Cork, some years ago, 
he was appointed to the vacant office. 

Archdeacon. Emerson was a . profound 
scholar, and a gifted preacher, and took part 
in every charitable and philanthropic work in 
his native town and district. In 1911, whén 
he attained his golden jubilee in the Church, 
he was the recipient of a presentation from 
| the parishioners and from friends, many of 
whom were not members of his Church. His 
arath is a loss to the Church of Ireland, to 
the service of which his long life and 
exceptional talents were devoted. 


MISS LUCY ASHTON HACKETT. 

The death took place recently in Dublin, 
after a few days’ illness from pneumonia, of 
Miss Lucy Ashton Hackett, who was well 
known in social and musical circles through- 
out the whole of Treland. 

Miss Hackett, who was one of the ten 
datfghters of the late William Ashton 
Hackett, of Cork, from an early age showed 
great talent as a singer, Through the tuition 
and enconragement of her teacher, the late 
Dr. J. C. Marks, she sang a.number of 
difficult operatic songs with perfect accuracy 
at an exceptionally early age.

DRINK CHEAPER OFF THE 


PREMISES. 


At the resumed sitting of the Food 
Commission, in Waterford yesterday, 
evicence was heard regarding meat, stout 
and beer prices. 

Asked to account for the discrepancy 
between the contract and retail prices of 
méat, Mr. Thomas Phelan, victualler, said 
that there was a great difference between a 
pound of round steak over the counter and 
a contract for 50lbs. round steak, when 
cutting and trimming were taken into 
account, 

Answering Senator Farren, witness said 
that about 15lbs. of the 50lbs. of round 
beef that he supplied on contract would 
be saleable if cut up in lbs. and $lbs. in 
the shop. 

Witness added that they had to take 
these contracts to keep down the rates, a 
statement which drew from Senator S. L. 
Brown, K.C, (Chairman) the remark: 
'“ Public philanthropists !’’ . 

In the. course of the evidence regarding 
drink prices, Senator Farren said that it 
was extraordinary that stout, although 
delivery charges were incurred, was sold 
off the premises for less than over the 
counter, 

It was stated that, had it not been for 
the revaluation, there would probably have 
been a reduction in stout prices in Water- 
ford. 

Mr. Thomas Doolan said that he charged 
10d. per pint for Guinness’s draught double 
over the counter.. He charged 7d. per half- 
pint bottle, and 4d. per half-pint for Guin- 
ness’s draught single. His off-premises price 
for a half-pint of Guinness’s double was 63d. 
It cost witness about 4s. per dozen to bottle 
hali-pints of stout, without counting labour

Asked as to the possibility of a reduction, 
witness pointed out that since the re-valua- 
tion of Waterford his valuation had been 
trebled, which also added a great deal to his 
licence. ' For local beer witness charged 8d.

the Constitution in this respect is desirable. 
A proposal alternative to that submitted 
to the Committee for consideration, assum- 
ing amendment of the Constitution, so as to 
make special provision in respect to the 
Chairman, but proposing that such amend- 
ment should’ be by way of allowing’ the 
Dail to appoint as its Chairman either one of 
its members, or a person not a member oí 
the Dail, was negatived by the Committee. 
The Committee récommends~ to ‘the Dáil ' 
for adoption the proposal contained in Con- 
stitution (Amendment No. 2) Bill. 


PROCLAMATION OF PUBLIC HOLIDAY. 


The Committee is unanimously of opinion 
that the day of a general election should aot 
be required by the Constitution to be pro: 
claimed a a i holiday. Should the day of 
election not be proclaimed -a public holiday, 
the Committee” considers. that the hours: of 
polling should be cafied,’ so that the loss of 
facilities so occasioned might. be restored by 
more convenient hours of polling. : 


DURATION OF DAIL. 


The Committee is of opinion that amend- 
ment of the Constitution on the lines of tins 
proposal is desirable, but instead of the maxi- 
mum duration of five years provided in the 
proposal, recommends that the ‘maximum 
duration of Dáil Eireann, as fixed by the 
Constitution, should be six years, and tna‘ 
a period shorter than that maximum should 
be fixed by ordinary legislation. 


THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL. 


The Committee concludes its report by 
recommending the acceptance of the pro- 
posal that the maximum membership of 
the Executive Council should be increased. 

From the minutes of the proceedings it 
is apparent that unanimity was not a 
feature of the»Committee’s sittings, and 
| Mr. Thomas Johnson reqtiested ‘td have 
placed on record his opinion that the time 
was not opportune for amendment of the 
Constitution, and that the need for the 
present. proposals had not been proved. 


POLLING HOURS. 


Having decided to recommend the aboli- 
tion of the public holiday on the day of 
the general election, the Committee agreed 
that in the event of this recommendation 
being accepted there should be .a re- 
arrangment of polling hours. Tentatively, 
it was suggested that the altered hours 
should be from 12 noon to 10 p.m.

To begin with, the 
occurrence of. snow implies the occurrence of 
ram." The occurrence: of rain implies. the 
presence of seas; for, without the. presence of 
large bodies of water, there would be no 
source of evaporation sufficiently copious to 
produce rain. If the larger dark areas on 
Mars are not seas; but, as has been con- 
tended, tracts covered with vegetation, while 
the bright areas are desert, then Mars has 
no large bodies of water. If that were. so. 
the whole planet must be a waterless waste. 
On the Earth it is well known that the 
interior of a continent is very apt to be a 
rainless area, unless redeemed by the dis- 
position of mountain ranges, so placed as to 


intereept the clouds—and that though the | 


Earth’s ocean areas are four times the extent 
of the land ones. The Pacific itself does not 
save the interior of Australia from drought. 
Rain would be an impossibility on ‘Mars if 
the planet did not possess oeeans.. The very 
rare atmosphere would never be sufficiently 
saturated. for precipitation. One obvious’ 
inference. | 

Another is that the snows melt. Therefore. 
the temperature must rise well above the 
freezing point in summer, even at the Poles: 
and snow has never been seen on Mars near 
the Equator, Therefore, the climate of the 
planet’s equatorial regions. must be’ compar: 
able with that of our snowless regions—that 
is to say, it must be like that of Algeria, in 
the Eastern Hemisphere, or of Florida in the 
Western. ~This does not accord with’ con- 
ceptions of the Martian climate derivéd from 
theoretical and a priori considerations. The 
theorist cannot see the wood for the 
trees. If, as many have. maintained. 
the average temperature of the equatorial 
regions of Mars is’ in the neighbourhood 
of 45° Fahrenheit, it would be as inevitable 
that snow must fall at certain times of the 
year, as it is im the tegions of the Earth 
which have an average temperature of 46°, 
as parts of Sweden and Russia. That the 
polar ‘snows of Mars melt often right away, 
unlike ours, is rather an ument for the 
scantiness of the water supply than for the 
he warmth of the climate. in a planet 
where the ovean areas cover, at most, only 
one-fourth the extent of the land it
